Jail Door Battered In, and Colored 

'Desperado Kicked to Death 

by Crowd. 

Cumberland, Md.— William Burns 
(colored), who fatally shot Policeman 
August Banter Thursday night was 
taken from' the jail early Sunday 
morning by p mob and shot and 
kicked to death. 

This was the first lynching In the 
history of Cumberland, and- It Is con- 
demned by few of tho citizens. 

The shooting of Policeman Banter 
by Burns, who was a desperado, 
while the latter was resisting arrest 
created a great deal of excitement, 
owing to the excellent reputation of 
the officer and bis well-known kindly 
disposition. His. death on Saturday 
morning was followed by threats 
against tho - negro, these coming as 
much from those of bis own race as 
from the whites. Few, however, seem 
to havo thought a lynching possible 
and the police paid no attention to 
the rumors that were afloat 

Only Deputy Sheriff Adam Pcndley 
was at the Jail when, after midnight a 
crowd at fewer than a hundred men, 
some of .whom were disguised In one 
way or another, appeared ' and de- 
manded tbe keys. " These being re- 
fused, a telegraph pole was used as a 
battering ram and entrance to the 
building was forced. Other negroes 
in neighboring cells wero careful . to 
guide the lynchers to that of Burns, 
and here again tbe battering ram was 
used. 

.Tho lynchers found their victim 
crouched behind his cot, and seizing 
him by the feet they dragged "him 
downstairs and Into the street, where, 
within a few yards of the entrance to 
tho jail Bums was kicked and shot 
to death.

Springfield, in,, Oct 8.— President 
Koosovelt's IiIrJ, tribute to ilio Fourth 
Illinois Infantry, at the recent dean 
■watcrwny flfimonfltrntlcm at Cairo, ami 
the compliments slioweicd upon tlie 
Becoud Illinois Infantry nt tlio grcnl 
military encampment at Indlnunpolls 
In the summer f 3000 tins directed 
general attention to the Illinois' no- 
tional guard. 

This -orffnnlcn lion lias now reached 
a degree of eindnacy which n - few 
years ago was considered Impossible 
among men who were uot devoting 
their entire tl mo to tho -manual of 
arms nmi the study of military man- 
euvers. Under an act of tho recent 
general assembly tho military of the 
state has boon organized Into n d'- 
Xlslonal formntlon. There are now 
two major generals In the state. Ad- 
jutant General Thomns \Y, Scott Ih 
given the rank n ml title of major gen' 
oral and General George M. Monlton, 
for years nn active figure In mllttary 
circles, Is made major general and the 
commander of all tho military force* 
of tho state. 

Assisting Adjutant General Scott In 
the business of the department arc 
Colonel TUcldngs J.' Shnnd, bf-Itock- 
lorfl, commander of tho Third In- 
fantry, and Colonel Frank S. Dickson, 
of Itamsey, former congressman from 
the Twenty- Third Illinois district 
! Under Its new formation, tho or- 
ganization, uniform and equipment of 
the Illinois national guard conform to 
that of tho regular nrmy of the Uni- 
ted States, It Is subject nt any tliuo 
to the call or the president of tho Uni- 
ted Stairs for domestic or foreign 
service to Inks Its place an tho second 
line of defense, the regular or stand- 
ing army being the^flrst, which of It- 
self Is wholly Inadequate to protect 
the country from foreign Invasion. 
Nation Furnishes Arm*. 

The national government hns rec- 
ognised the usefulness and ability. of 
such organizations to tho extent of ap- 
propriating $2,000,000 to bo. expended 
on nrms and equipment to be ells 
'rrltratcd among the troops of 'the" vari- 
ous states and territories. .

Ho hnH assisted In securing 
appropriations Hint will properly 
house the men nnd furnish-; them with

Appropriation for CJnard. 

The appropriation pnsscd by the last 
general assembly provides for . $12S,- 
000 for transportation, subsistence, 
camp pny, odiccrs and men under or- 
ders; $12,r»00 for horse hire and forage, 
$7,500 for medical supplies, fuel for 
camp, coal for steaming the U. S.\S. 
Dorothea, tugs, nnvnl supplies, ship's 
chandlery arid general expenses,' en* 
pine room repairs and supplies; ,$5,000 
for Inspection of compnnles, boards of 
examiners, boards of snrvey nnd 
courts martial; $3,GO0 for lighting 
enmp, laundering blankets nnd bed- 
sacks, telephones, general repairs nnd 
incidentals*, $20,307 for tnrget prac- 
tice, ammunition, transportation, jo- 
pairs nnd general expenses on rifle 
range; $10,000 for civilian- employes; 
$5,000 for horses for mounted drills; 
$130,000 for n'rmory rents, Water," light, 
fuel, . janitor nnd Incidental expenses 
necessary to maintenance of armories, 
and $5,500 for miscellaneous expenses. 

From 1805 to 1875 the great state 
of Illinois was without n soldier 
wearing its uniform, although Inde- 
pendent ml 11 tin had sprung tip through- 
out the state. The first company to 
be organized was the Hack Hlvur 
guards nt Oregon, Juno 20, 1808, un- 
der the command, of Captain George 
WV-Ilelmnn. This organization was 
followed by the Sherman * gnnrds at 
Knox vl lie, .Tune 5, 1800; tho German 
natlonnl guards n't Bloomlngton, Sept. 
2. ifU'19, nnd by Uie Sterling city 
guards nt Sterling, April 10, 3870. 
CI I Irs In New Or sail I zat Ion. 

Tlie Inst named organization was 
the only one of the above compnnles 
tbnt was mustered Into the service 
nnd became Identified with the First 
retilmentni orgunlzutlon . created by 
general orders, No. 8, Dec. 21, 1875. By 
virtue of Hint order the Sterling elty 
gnnrds, T^iSnllc .light guards, Morris 
gnnrds, Dwlght gnnrds, Strcntor vet- 
eran guards, Iioone county guards and 
'the Bohemian rifle* of Chicago, consti- 
tuted the Third regiment, Illinois state 
guards. 

The First end. Second regiments 



were then, as now, wholly In Chleaga, 
the First with eight companies and 
the Second with six. 

The Fifth regiment was located at 
Qutncy nnd Teorln, with 'three com- 
prtnles at each place, and .one com- 
pany at each of the following places: 
Busline!!, Kowanec. Gnlva, Keokuk 
Junction. 

TheFlfth regiment wns located) nt 
Springfield with three compnnles *(one 
of which wan the then famous Gov- 
ernor's guards) and one company ut 
each of tho following pi sees: Peters- 
burg, Atlanta, Fnnn, Cowilen, No- 
konils. 

The Chnmpnlgn Industrial battalion 
composed the Sixth regiment nnd the 
Seventh regiment or bnltnllon was lo- 
cated nt Belleville, Fairfield, rtcuton, 
Mnrinn nnd Crnlnvlllc. At that time 
the WntPcka rides and Danville ll^lit 
battery were In oxlstenoe, but were 
exampted from consolidation. 

Guard Numbered 0,140. 

Tho companies on Oct V, 387)1. 
showed a numerical strength of 5,1 15 
nnd to these men, who at that early 
date sacrificed their time nnd money. 
Is duo the credit for tho excellent 
fon mint Ion upon which the present 
llllnoln national guard Is built Dur- 
ing that period tlio organization placed 
particular stress upon exhibition drills 
and the showy, full dress uniforms 
which ninde a fine appearance , on 
parade. This Work served to nwnken 
the cuthiislasm and patriotism of tho 
people to 'the need for a national 
guard, not for the purpose of 'ahoiv 
and display, but of preserving, law 
and order throughout the state. 

'In 1877 a mllltnry code was passed 
by tho general assembly which be- 
came effect lye July 1, 3877. 

From this 'small beginning, tho pres- 
ent ctllelcnt national guard hns arisen. 

Keeps Records of AIL 

The ndjutnnt general's ofllee con- 
tains the record of every soldier that 
Illinois hns furnished for war, -that 
went out In nn^ Illinois organization, 
nnd n clerk Ih employed for thc ; sola 
purpose of furnishing n certificate of 
the service of aoy "soldier who may- 
apply for 'same. This Is done without 
cost to the applicant, and thousands of 
these certldcntes'nro'furnlshed' each 
year to soldiers of the civil wdr to 
prove up' claims for pensions. 

Under the law ".the governor of the 
state is tho'commnnrtcr-tn-chlcf of the 
mllltnry of the state.

BAFFLES SKILL FOR YEARS 



Lapses from One Mental State to An- 
other Unconscious of Change- 
Trouble Starts from Attack 
of Influenza. 



London,— It la believed the final 
stage has been reached In tho straago 
psychological developments attending 
the case of a London girl who came 
to be known as "the girl wfth ten per- 
sonalities)" and who presented phe- 
nomena which baffled medical authori- 
ties throughout tho world. 

Tho case was made public two years 
ogOj.antL-Was tho subject oJL wlde- 
Bp*rea(T~ discus m, lor, while In- 
stances of the sort are not uncommon, 
several having been reported in Amer- 
ica, this Is believed to be the most re- 
markable of tho kind. R. Albert Wil- 
son, a brain specialist of high stand- 
ing in. London, who has had the girl, 
who now Is 22 year* of age, under ob- 
servation since she was 13, announces 
she now has settled down into what 
may be termed a permanent staga. 

When the girl was 13 she contracted 
a particularly, severe form of influenza. 
Recovering, her mind became a blank, 
and before the eyes of Dr. Wilson she 
developed ten absolutely distinct and 
clearly recognizable personalities. 
They alternated without any regular 
sequence, the patient betraying ideas 
the accomplishment of which In any 
other of the nine stages she was en- 
tirely Ignorant She had so sense of 
the lapse of time between any of the 
personalities. 

In odo Instance she lapsed from one 
to another la the evening when the 
lamps were lighted, and on recurring 
to tho flrat stage several months later 
her first, question was, "Why aren't 
the lamps lighted?" although at the 
time It was midday. People she met 
In one personality were complete 
'strangers to her in another. -These 
changes always were accompanied by 
completely altered facial expression. 
Being taken to the seaside while In 
one phase, she was taught to swim, 
but oa revisiting the spot while in an- 
other condition she sold she never had 
seen the sea before and was terrified 

at the Idea "of entering the water.' Dr. 
Wilson appeared a different person to 
her In each of her .personalities, 

Dr. Wilson has drawn out a list of 
patients of tha tan di Cerent person- 



alities, with their characteristics, u 
follows; 

First— A state of Intense expectancy, 
and fear. She shrank even from her 
parents, hiding her face when ahyona 
approached, 

Second— ^he could not understand, 
but was moro Intelligent She called, 
herself n thing. 

Third— In this stage she was more 
educated and showed ability to read 
and write, although occnelonally what 
Bhe described, as a naughty man took 
posscsBlon'of her mind and she would 
bite her ciothea. 

Fourth— She become a deaf mute 
and talked on her fingers, being total- 
ly unconscious of loud noises oloso to 
her ear. 

Fifth— She suddenly announced: "I 
have been horo only three days and I 
em only three days old." She said 
flames of fire were black and that a

fat pug dog was thin. She spelled all' 
words, backwards but wrote forwards.. 

Sixth— She had to be taught at this 
stage to read and write. At times she 
completely lost the use of her bands. 

Seventh— She, referred to herself 

while In thin stage as Adjuste Uneza 

and was totally unfamiliar wlthWU- 

i son's house, which she had been In 

many times ~- h 

Eighth — For hnlf an hour one day 
she lapsed Into stage three and pre- 
pared tea for the family, but was com- 
pletely unconscious of having done so 
immediately afterwardB. 

Ninth — She endeavored to hit peo- 
ple with a strap and was unable to 
walk properly, maneuvering about 
with a chair. 

Tenth — She developed Into a blind 
Imbecile, seized a piece of paper, and 
drew many Intricate figures of designs, 
on fashion plates. If a pencil line was 
drawn across her picture she detected 
It by touch and rubbed It out

AN ORDINANCE CONCERNING 
TIVE SIDEWALKS, 

Be it Ordained by the President and Board 

of Trustees of the Village of Antioch 

Lake County, Illinois. 

Section 1, Whenever the fact that a 
defective sidewalk exists in the Village of 
Antioch is brought to the notice of tl e i 
Village Board, or the Committee on Public 
Improvements, notice shall at once be 
served npon the ov ner of the lot or parcl 
of land abutting on said sidewalk, or suih 
defective condition, together with direc- 
tions that such defective walk be repaired 
or replaced, by soch owner within a time 
to be specified in such notice. 

Section 2. Sncb notice shall specify a 
time, not less than five nor more than 
thirty days, after the service of such notice, 
within which such sidewalk shall be re- 
paired or replaced. If the owner of said 
land resides in said VillagA of Antioch, 
such notice shall be served upon bim in 
person, by. the Marshal of said Village, or 
by leaving a copy at his usual place of 
abode with some member of bis household 
over the age, of ten years. In case the 
owner of said lot or parcel of land residis 
out of the Village of Antiocb, such notice 
shall be served by mailing tbe same to him, 
poatago prepaid, at hie last known phice 
of residence. 

. Sections. In case such defective side- 
walk be dangerous to life or limb, tho said 
Committee on Public Improvements may 
cause the same to be barricaded until the 
same is repaired, or may cause the same to 
be taken up. and removed from the street. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall In no 
wise be construed to limit the right of the 
Board of Trustees to proceed at nny time 
to' compel the construction of a walk by 
special assessment, special taxation or 
otherwise, without the service of the notice 
'above provided for upon such owner; and 
this ordinance shall bo in no* way construed 
to repeal an ordinance concerning sidewalks 
passed and approved June 2, VMS.

Alia Nazlmova tins appeared at the 
Bijou theater In "The Master Build- 
er," by Henrlk Ibsen. The play Is 
not an attractive ouo and has few real 
merits, In spite of tho Into author's 
distinction. ' 

Tho splendid, Intelligent work of 
Mine. Nazlmova and her supporting 
company, however, helped to dispel the 
unfavorable Impression created by the 
play itself. 

The piny should ho cut for repre- 
sentation. It Is useless to expect an 
audience to comprehend or be Inter- 
ested In passages which havo defeated 
even the efforts' of the commentators. 

Few of Ibsen's plays Indeed have 
been the subject of more varying dis- 
cussion and analysis. But Uio sym- 
bolism r of Its main characters, though 
baffling' In detail, Is generally clear 
enough. 

Halvard Solucs (Walter Hampdeu) 
typifies the man capablo of great 
achievement, tcmpornrlly estranged 
from his Ideals, then struggling to re- 
gain them, only to find that ho has lost 
something of inspiration In delay. 

He may Indeed attain the heights, 
but only at tho complete sacrifice of 
the material Ideal. And so Hilda Wan- 
gel (Mine. Nazlmova), waiting through

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PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 
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PRESIDENT URGES WATERWAY 



Sees Great Good in Canalization of 
Rivers of Mississippi Valley—Hopes 
Agricultural Interests May Remain 
Predominant in the Central States* 



Memphis. Tcnn. — President Roose- 
velt spoke to ,1 vast and enthusiastic 
audience on the subject of a lakes to 
gulf 'Waterway, an audience com- 
posed of delegates to the convention 
representing every stnto in the Missis- 
sippi valley, of representative busi- 
ness men, public officials, Including 
tlio governors of mora than 20 states, 
and thousands of citizens of Memphis 
and the south. He said In part: 
i' The Mississippi valley is a magnifi- 
cent empire la size and fertility. It 
Is better adapted to the development 
of Inland navigation than nay other 
•valley in either hemisphere; for there 
=are 12,000 miles of waterway now 
unore or less fully navigable, and the 
conditions aro so favorable that It 
will he easy to increase the extent or 
navigable waterways to almost any 
required degree by canalization. Early 
in our industrial history this valley 
was the seat of the largest develop- 
ment of Inland navigation In the Uni- 
ted States, and perhaps you will par- 
don my mentioning that the first 
steamboat west of the Alleghenles was 
built by a Roosevelt, my great-grand- 
father's brother, In 1S11, for the New 
Orleans trade, and in that year made 
the trip from Pittsburg to New Or- 
loans. Out from various causes river 
and canal transportation declined all 
over the United States ns the rallroud 
systems came to their full develop- 
ment It ia our business to see that 
tha decline is not permanent; and it 
Is of interest to remember that nearly 
n century ago President Madison nd- 
vocatod the canalization of tho Mis- 
sissippi. 

The Mississippi Valley. ' 

In wealth of natural resources no 
kingdom of Europe can comparo with 
the MlEslsslppi valley and tho region 
around the great lakes, taken to- 
gether, and In population this huge 
fertile plain already surpasses all savo 
ono or two of tho largest European 
kingdoms, In this empire a peculiar- 
ly stalwart and masterful people finds 
itself In tho surroundings best fitted 
for the full development of Its powers 
and faculties. There has been a great 
growth in tho valley of manufacturing 
centers; tho movement Is good if It 
does not go too far; but I moat earn- 
estljfehope that this region as a whole 
will remain predominantly agricul- 
tural. The people who llvo in the 
country districts, and who till the 
. small or medium-sized farms on which 
they llvo, make up what is oh tho 



whole the most valuable asset In our 
national life. There can be just as 
real progress aud culture In the coun- 
try as in tho city; especially In those 
days of rural free delivery, trolleys, 
bicycles, telephones, good roads and 
school improvements. Tho valley of 
tho Mississippi is politically and com- 
mercially mora Important tbnn any 
other valley on the.faco or the globe. 
Here more than anywhere' pise will 
ho determined the future of tho Uni- 
ted States and Indeed of tho whole 
western world; and the type ot civil- 
ization reached in this mighty valley,' 
In this vast stretch of country lying 
between the Alleghenles and the 
Rockies, the great lakes and the gulf, 
will largely fix the type of civilization 
for the whole western hemisphere, 
Already, as our history shows, the 
west has determined our national po- 
litical development, and_. the funda- 
mental principle of present" Ameri- 
can politics, political equality, was 
originally a western Idea. 

Transportation Demands. 
The wonderful variety of resources 
In different portions ot the valley 
make the demand for transportation 
altogether exceptional.' ' Coal, lumber, 
corn, wheat, cotton, chttle — on the sur- 
face of the soil and beneath tho soil 
tho riches are great. There are al- 
ready evident strong tendencies to in- 
crease tho carrying ot freight from 
tho northern part of tljp valley tbi the 
gulf. Throughout the-valley thelond 
Is so fertile as to make the field for 
the farmer peculiarly attractive; and 
whore In the west tho climate be- 
comes dryer we enter upon the ranch- 
ing country; while In -addition to tha 
products of the soil there are also the 
■fiaiiufactures supplied In Innumerable 
manufacturing centers, great and 
small. Cltlos of .astonishing growth 
aro found everywhere from the gulf 
to tho*grent lakes, from tho Alle--* 
ghenles to the Rockies; most of them 
being situated on tho ; great river 
which flows by your, doors or upon 
some of Its numerous navigable tribu- 
taries. New mineral fields are dis- 
covered every year; and the constant- 
ly Increasing use or all the devices of" 
intensive cultivation" steadily adds to 
the productive poweF of tho farms. 
Above all, the average ronn la honest. 
Intelligent, self-reliant, and orderly, 
and therefore a - good, citizen and 
wageworkor alike— In the last analy- 
sis the two most important men In 
tho community— enjoy a standard of 



living, and bare doveloped a standard 
hood, which ore of .good augury for 
tho future of' the ontlre republic. No 
man can foresee the limit of the possi- 
bility of dovolopment in tho Missis- 
sippi valley. 

Waterways Needed. 
Such being tho case, and this valley 
being morally tho henrt of tho United 
Statos, all' that concerns Its wolfaro 
m tint concern Hkowlso the wholo coun- 
try. Therefore, tho Mississippi river 
and Its tributaries ought by all means 
to be utilized to their utmost possi- 
bility. Facility or cboap transporta- 
tion Is an essentia] In our modorn civ- 
ilization, and wo cannot afford to 
longer to ncglcat tho great highways 
which nature has provided for us. 
Thpso natural highways, the water- 
ways, can novor bo monopolized by 
any corporatio n. . ^TJioy belong to all 
tho people, ami It is In tho power of 
no ono to take them away. 

Where vor a navlgablo river runs be- 
side railroada tho problem of rogulat- 
Ing tho rates on tho railroads becomes 
fnr easier, because river regulation Is 
rate regulation. When the watar rate 
sinks, tho land rata cannot be, kept 
at an excessive height. Therefore it 
la of national Importance to develop 
these streams as highways to tho full- 
ost extent which Ib genuinely profita- 
ble. Year by year transportation 
problems becomo more acute, and the 
time has come when the rivers really 
fit to serve as arteries of trado should 
bo provided with channels deep 
enough to make tho investment of the 
necessary monoy profitable to tho 
public. Tho national government 
should undortnko this work. Where 
tho immediately abutting land Ib 
markedly benefited, nnd this benefit 
can bo definitely localized, I trust 
that there will bo carefnl Investigation 
to seo whethor somo way can bo de- 
vised by which tho Immediate benefi- 
ciaries may pay a portion of tho ex- 
penses — as Is now tho custom as re- 
gards certain classes ot improvements 
In our municipalities; and measures 
should be taken to secure from the lo- 
calities specially benefited proper 
tormlnal facilities. 

Much Money Waited. 
Immense sums have already been 
spent upon tho Mississippi by the 
atates nnd the nation, yet much of It 
remains practically unused for com- 
merce. The reasons for thin fact are 
many. One Is that the work done by 
tho national government at least has 
not been based upon a definite and 
continuous plan. Appropriations by 
congress, Instead of assuring the 
steady progress and timely completion 
of each piece of work as it was under- 
taken, have been Irregular and uncer- 
tain. As a direct consequence, far- 
reaching plans have been discouraged 
and continuity In execution has been 
made impossible It Is altogether un- 
likely that better results will bo ob- 
tained so 'long as the method Is fol- 
lowed of making partial appropria- 
tions at Irregular Intervals for works 
which should never be undertaken un- 
til It Is certain that they can be car- 
ried to completion within a definite 
and reasonable time. Planned and or- 
derly dovolopment Is essential to tho 
best use of every natural resource, 
and to none more than to tho best use 
of our Inland waterways. In the case 
of the waterways It has been conspic- 
uously absent Becauso such fore- 
sight was lacking, the Interests of our 
rivers have been In fact overlooked. In 
spite of tho Immense sums spent up- 
on them. It is evident that their 
most urgent need Is a farsigbtcd and 
comprehensive plan, dealing not with 
navigation alone, nor with Irrigation 
alone, but considering our Inland 
waterways ns a whole, and with ref- 
erence to every use to which they 
can be put The central motive of 
such a plan should bo to get from the 
streams of the United States not only 
the fullest but also the most perma- 
nent service they are capable of ren- 
dering to tho" nation as n whoto. 
• Railroads Inadequate. 
The Industries developed under the 
stimulus. of the railroads are for the 
moBt part, permanent industries, and 
therefore they form thu basis for fu- 
ture development. But the railroads 
have shown that they alone enn hot 
meet tho demands ot the country for 
transportation, and where this Is true 
the rivers should begin to supplement 
the railroads, to -the benefit of both, 
by rolleving them of certain of the 
less profitable classes of freight The 
mora farseelng railroad men, I nm 
.glad to tellyou. realize this Tact, and 
many of thorn bave become earnest 
advocates of the improvement of the 
Mississippi, ho that It may become a 
sort of Inland, seaboard, extending 
from the- gulf far Into the Interior, 
and I hope ultimately to ,thu great 
lakc3. 

Other Interests to Care For. 
. Thcro Is an Intimate relation be- 
tween vnur~ streams and the dovolop- 
ment and conservation of all tho oth- 
er great. permanent sources of wealth. 
It la not posBlblo rightly to. consider 
the one without tho other. No study 
of tho problem of tho waterways could 
hope to be successful which failed to 
consider also the remaining factors in 
the great problem of conserving all 
bur* resources. Accordingly, I . have 
asked the waterways commission to 
take account ot tho orderly develop- 



ment and conversation, not atone of 
tbo waters, but also of the soil, the 
forests, the mines, and all the other 
natural resources of our country.- 

Many ot these resources which wo 
have been In tho habit ot calling Inex- 
haustible are being rapidly exhausted, 
or In certain roglons have actually dis- 
appeared. Coal mines, oil and gas 
fields, and Iron mines In important 
numbers aro already worked out Tho 
coal arid oil measures which romnlri 
aro pnsslng rapidly, or hnvo actually 
passed, Into tho possession ' of groat 
corporations, who acquire ominous 
power through an unchecked control 
of these prime necessities of modern 
life; a control without supervision of 
any kind. Wo are consuming our for- 
ests three times fastor than thoy are 
being reproduced. Some of tho rich* 
est limber lands of this continent 
have already boon destroyed, and not 
replaced, and othor vaBt areas are on 
tho verge of destruction. Yet forests,; 
unlike mines, can be so handled as 
to yield tho best results of use. with- 
out exhaustion, just liko grain Holds. 
Conserve Public Lands. 

Our public lands, whose highest uso 
Is to supply homos for our people, 
hnvo been and nro atlll boingMakon 
In great quantities by large private 
owners, to whom home-making Is at 
the .very best but a secondary motive 
subordinate to tho desire for profit 
To allow, tho public lands to be 
worked by tho tonanta of' rich inon for 
tho profit of the landlords, Instead of 
by freeholders for the livelihood of 
their wives and children, is little less 
than a crime again Bt our peoplo and 
our Institutions. Tho groat central 
fact of the public land situation, as 
the public lands commission well Bald, 
la thnt tho amount of public land pat- 
ented by the government to Individu- 
als Is Increasing out of all proportion 
to tho number of now homos. It Is 
clear beyond perndventuro that. our 
natural resources have boon and are 
still being- abused, that continued 
abuse win destroy thorn,. and that we 
have at last reached tho forks of the 
road. Wo are faco_to face with the 
great fact that the whole* future M the 
nation Is directly at stake in tho mo- 
mentous decision which Is forced upon 
us. Shall we continue the waste and 
destruction of our natural resources, 
or shall wo conserve ibem? There 
Is no other question of equal gravity 
now before the nation. 

It. Is the plain duty of those who 
for tlio moment are responsible to 
make Inventory of tho natural - re- 
sources which have been banded down 
to us, to forecast as well as wo may 
tho needs of the future, and so to 
handle the' great resources of our 
prosperity as not tcT'doslroy In ad- 
vance all hope for the prosperity of 
cur descendants.

SEES RAILWAYS MULCTED. 



Evidence Intended to Show Monopoly 
of Lubricating Oil. 

Now York. — When the " hearing 
of the federal ," suit for tho dis- 
solution of tho Standard Oil company 
of New Jersey was resumed Thurs- 
day evidence was adduced which 
Prank B. Kellogg, conducting tho gov- 
ernment case, said proved the conten- 
tion of the government that tho oil 
combine, through Its subsidiaries, the 
Galena Signal Oil company and tho 
Waters-Pierce company, bns a monop- 
oly of tho railroad lubricating oil busi- 
ness and thnt It not only charges an 
excess price but that It discriminates 
against certain railroads In prices, Tho 
Standard manufacturers engine, valve, 
car and coach oil, and Mr, Kellogg 
said -ho would show that It controlled 
97 per cent of the business. 

C. N. Steinbronner, auditor of the 
railway department at the Galena Sig- 
nal Oil company, was the first witness 
called Thursday. _ Ho said that thu 
only com panics which he knew sold 
lubricating oils to railroads were tbo 
Galena and tho Wnters-PIerco. Tho 
Watera-Plerce company, ho testified, 
obtained Its oil from Galena, which 
in turn obtains Its supply from the 
Standard at the price at which It Is 
sold to tho railroads. The Galena com- 
pany gets no refund.

CONTRACT IS PRODUCED 



Ida 'Tnrboii's Brother Tells of His 
Troubles with Standard— Hear- 
ing ot Missouri Ouster 
Suit Set 



Now Yofk.— An omnibus contract, 
whereby tho Stamlnrd Oil com- 
pany obtains from every steamship 
company operating between Now 
York nnd all ports In Africa a rata for 
the- tthtpinont at lubricating oil thnt Is. 
about one-half what Its competitor, 
the Now York Lubricating company, 
pays, was produced Friday In tho 
hearing of tho federal suit agalust the 
alleged oil combine. 

This contract was placed In evi- 
dence end Philip Harrison, a manager 
of tho Now York Lubrlcntlng Oil com- 
pany, declared that his company wuh 
forcod to psy double tho Standard 
rate, notwithstanding his protest .to 
the steamship companies. 

Mr. Harrison Bald that by reason 
of tho freight discrimination the 
Standnrd could place Its products In 
Africa at less than the cost price of 
tho oils of his own company, and thnt 
to maintain African, trade tho Now 
York Lubricating OlPcompany was 
forced to .purchase from tho Standard 
tho cheaper grade of oils which It 
sold to Its custom ors. 
The wltneas declared that ho wrote a 
letter to tho steamship agents demand- 
ing oqultablo rales for tho company, 
but no' change was made. 

W. W, Tarbcll, of Philadelphia, 
treasurer of tho Puro Oil company and 
of tbo United States Pipe Lino com- 
pany, related the difficulties his" com- 
panies had encountered In competition 
with the Standard. Mr. Tarbell Btatod 
that tho business* of the' Puro OH com- 
pany was placed In districts selected 
with a view to avoiding business rela- 
tions with certain railroads whose 
rato discriminations, ha Bald, wcro 
more feared by tho company -than tho 
opposition of tho. Standard In open 
competition. 

Mr. Tarbell Is a brother of Miss Ida

C.O. Steinbronner, nn accountant

Mr. Harrison testified that the Cen- 
tral Railway of Georgia had purchased 
Ita oil from his company and that it 
had been satisfactory. The Standard 
obtained the business, tho witness 
said, notwithstanding tho [act that the 
oil' combine charged a higher price 
than the Now York Lubricating Oil 
company charged.
